DETAILED ACTION 

In addition to the following restriction requirement, applicant should note and 
make the necessary amendments to the specification.

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species in claim 18 are as follows: 

1 .) The species of a smoke detector; 2.) The species of a burglar alarm; and 3.) 
the species of a panic button. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.
